TELLS OF 
FAMOUS 5 JEM MACE 


Men Who Had H His Confidence 
for Years Says SHemelon Of- 
ten Talked of Death 


London, Jan. 5.—John Mace, the 
once renowned English champion, was 
buried in Liverpool, the expenses of 
the funeral being borne by the Nation- 
al Sporting club. The papers and! 
are full of reminiscences of the 
dead fighter. Tlerbert C. Taylor, who 
for years was his manager, has this to 
say of him: 

“With deep regret I read of the 
death of my old friend and partner, 
Jem Mace, and, as for something like 


ewenty-cight years of my life I shared 
to the full his entire confidence, both 


in a business and a domestic sense, I 
may be pardoned for bringing before 
his admirers a few facts within my! 
knowledge. 

“The poor old fellow has passed 
away, as it were, among comparative 
strangers and almost in a strange lo-! 
cality. I asked myself the question, 
‘Where will his remains be buried?’ 
and I know what were the old man’s 
feelings on this subject. For many 
years, when we were travelling, he al- 
ways insisted that we should share a 
double-bedded room, and many is the 
time we have lain awake discussing 
matters of business. The subject of 
his death and the manner and the 
place of his interment was one very 
frequently mentioned in our conver- 


veloped into an earnest wish—so ear- 
nest, indeed, that to me it almost as- 
sumes the nature of a command—that 
his remains should find their last rest- 
ing place close by the grave of cither 
Tom King or Tom Sayers. So deeply 
am I impressed by this knowledge 
that had I been financially able 1 
should long’ ere this, with the consent 
of his family, have removed the body 
to London at my own expense. 
“Twas glad that the members of the 
N.S. C. saw to his interment in er 
manner worthy of his past career. But 
I put the above information before the 
members of the premier boxing insti- 
tution as a suggestion worthy of con- 
sideration. There are, I am sure, a 
number of old-time sports who would 
like to pay a last token of respect to 
the old champion, who leaves behind 
him a pugilistic record which will live 
in history long after the present gen 
cration are lain in their graves. I 
shall only be glad to do anything in 
my power to assist.”

That the bondholders are in deadly earnest in their intention is | 
shown by the fact that no less an authority on engineering and rail- | 
roading than O. W. Goethels, a man whose fame in his own line is 
world-wide, is coming to Edmonton to look after the bondholders’ 
interests. 

Here is a new and entirely unannounced complication, and one 
the end of which is certainly not in sight. 

On the face of it, it looks as though the bondholders have the 
better of the argument. The province of Alberta entered into a cer- 
tain specific contract with the bondholders for the use of a <ertain 
amount of money at a certain rate of interest for a certain purpose. 
Later the government decided to use the money for another purpose. 
The contract is thereby broken. In any ordinary business transac- 
tion the bondholders would have the right to demand a fulfilment 
of the original contract, or restitution. | 

If the government persists in refusing to carry out the contract | 
and the bondholders establish their right to restitution of the money | 
it is a moral certainty that their demand will not be ona basis of | 
par. If money ordinarily costs the country three per cent, and the | 
bondholders hold the government’s bond for forty years at five, the | 
least that they would claim as a premium in case of restitution would 
be the capitalized difference in the earning for forty years. Here is
